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Abstract: Annotated list of the genus group names of Lepidoptera of Iran. Cesa News 120: 1-104,

In this paper, totally 1447 genus group names of 57 families of Iranian Lepidoptera are arranged 
alphabetically. Synonymous names, and original references to each taxa are added. During 
preparation, following points are also studied and discussed: references to generic names, 
homonymy case in family Pyralidae, and an establishment of a new subgenus in family 
Geometridae. 
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List of the genus group names of Lepidoptera of Iran is published here for the first time. 
Totally 1447 valid names of 57 families are arranged alphabetically in two parts: Butterflies and 
moths. During the preparation of this study, the authors focus on the following points: (1) 
controlling of the original references, including selections of the type-species; (2) taxonomical 
problems of the genus group classifications; (3) controlling the homonymy cases. For the reasons 
described above, the present paper comprises more than a simple generic list of the Iranian 
Lepidoptera. 

Controlling of the original references 

First of all, our database within the info-system of the Cesa, and the following published 
monumental Works, entitled “ Generic names of moths of the World ” by the British Museum 
Natural History (London) are used for this purpose (Nye, 1975; Fletcher, 1979; Watson, Fletcher & 
Nye, 1980; Fletcher & Nye, 1982, 1984; Nye & Fletcher, 1986) 1 . Separately, the best and most
